Such nominees shall be chosen by the
affirmative vote of a majority of the full statutory number
of commissioners upon the basis of their qualifications and
without regard to political affiliation. Nominees shall
be members of the bar of Iowa, shall be residents of the
state or district of the court to which they are nominated,
and shall be of such age that they will be able to serve an
initial and one regular term of office to which they are
nominated before reaching the age of sewenty—twe seventy-eight
years. Nominees for district judge shall file a certified

application form, to be provided by the supreme court, with the
chairperson of the district judicial nominating commission.
Absence of a commissioner or vacancy upon the commission
shall not invalidate a nomination. The chairperson of the
commission shall promptly certify the names of the nominees, in
alphabetical order, to the governor and the chief justice.

c. The mandatory retirement age is sewvernty—twe seventy-eight
years for all district associate judges, associate juvenile

judges, associate probate judges, and judicial magistrates.
